Shortly after 9 o’clock brass bands began 
to play in the vicinity of the white house, 
and stepping ont to their music came many 
political organizations. The driveway to 
the main door of the white house was soon 
Packed with people anxious to shake the 
hand of the president. 

The Samuel J. Randall Cinb, of Phila- 
delphia, one hundred strong, was the first 
organization to obtain admittance and its 
members were mustered in a hollow square 
in the spacious east room until. Mr. Cleve- 
land came downstairs. It was pot until 
twenty minutes past 11 o’clock that he en- 
tered the room. e was attired in a black 
cuta-way and dark trousers and looked a 
Picture of good health. It was remarked by 
many present, who had not seen him more 
than once or twice in four years, that his 
appearance has much improved since his 
official exit from Washington. His face 
was ruddy, his eyes clear, and he stood 
with a firmness that showed him to be a 
man of remarkable vigor. 

Then in rapid succession came other po- 
litical clubs from Brooklyn and Buffalo, 
among whom were many of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s personal friends. 

After the clubs came a multitude of the 
general public. They poured through the 
main doorway in doulble file, marched un- 
der the portico from neon until 1 o'clock, 
and in through the main doorway, then into 
the east room, bowing, smiling, hand shak- 
ing the chief magistrate around the apart- 
ment and out of the window of exit. The 
lines extended a hundred yards beyond the 
entrance to the white house. For a time 
they reached down the long driveway and 
into Pennsylvania avenue. Hach person 
who managed to get into the mansion re- 
ceived a handshake and a smile from Mr. 
Cleveland and he kept up this monotonous 
routine until a messenger came to his re- 
lief at 1 o’clock and informed him that the 
world’s fair delegation was waiting for him 
in the cabinet room. 

Mr. Cleveland left the east room immedi- 
ately,’ much to the disappointment of hun- 
dreds who had failed to see him, and these 
were not pacified by the announcement 
from the doorkeeper that the president 
would return at 2 o’clock. 

The president passed the hour from 1 
to-2 o'clock in luncheon and in receiving a 
number of callers. He saw Secretary Car- 
lisle, Governyr Tillmau, Senator Irby and 
the South Carolina delegation. Later in 
the day Secretaries Gresham and Smith 
called. At 3 o’clock the president took an- 
other rest and at a quarter past 4.0’clock he 
received the Vanderbilt Club, of Charles- 
ton, S, O., with Congressman Brawley at 
its head. At 5 o'clock the last of the gen- 
eral public was received and the doors were

The Senate Organization. 


The democratic senatorial caucus meets 
tomorrow to reorganize the senate. New 
committees are to be appointed, with 
democrats instead of republicans as chair- 
men, as new officers of the senate are to 
be elected. The democrats are now in full 


Both of the Georgia 
senators will be made chairmen of com- 
mittees, though neither will get commit- 
tees of any great importance. 

Colonel Dick Bright, of Indiana, it seems, 
has a call on the office of sergeant-at- 
arms. He has been sergeant-at-arms of the 
national democratic committee for years, 
and it is quite probable that he will be 
elected to this office without opposition.

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WITH THE SENATE. 


Democrats Will Have-a Clear Majority 
ae Over All. 


HE REPUBLICAN SENATORS CAUCUS 
And Discuss, Among Other Things, 
the New, Member from Kansas. 


SOME OF THE NOMINATIONS THAT FAILED, 


Of Confirmation by the Old Senate—The 
The Cases of Hanchettand Others. 
Other Washington News. 


Washington, March 6.—The present roll 
eall of the senate shows forty-four demo- 
crats, thirty-eight republicans and one pop- 
ulist, one independent‘and ote farmers’ al- 
Jiance and' three vacancies. The vacancies 
are one each in Montana, Washington and 
Wyoming. Appointments have been made 
by the governor, of Wyoming, of Beckwith, 
democrat, and of Mantle, republican, in 
Montana, but these are subject to be chang- 
ed when the legislatures of those states 
meet again and elect. Should republicans 
eventually fill all of these vacancies it would 
give them forty-one. Should the third party 
senators then all vote with the republicans— 
a most unlikely supposition—the senate 
would still be a tie with Vice President 
Stevenson holding the controlling vote. 

The composition of the house, as shown 
by unofficial returns, is democrats, 217; 
republicans, 128; third party, 8, and vacan- 
cies 2. The democrats have a majority of 
eigthy over all. 

The senate was in session today for only 
thirty-five minutes, but within that brief 
— it received a message from the pres- 
dent submitting for confirmation the names 
of the members of his cabinet, went into 
executive session, passed upon and contirmed 
each of the appointments, directed notifi- 
cation of its action to be communicated to 
the president, came again into open session, 
had a resolution offered by Mr. Call in refer- 
ence to railroad lands in Florida and in- 
terference of railroad companies with sena- 
torial elections and had a joint resolution 
introduced by Mr. Sherman proposing an 
amendment to the constitution. e amend- 
ment proposed is to fix the time for the Se- 
ginning and termination of the term of office 
of the president and vice president and 
congress at noon on the 30th of April. The 
change is to go into effect in 1897, and to 
continue thereafter. 

Mr. Sherman’s joint resolution was laid 
on the table at his request, he signifying his 
intention to have it referred hereafter to 
the committee_on privileges and elections. 

The crowds which packed the senate gal- 
leries this morning and the multitude of 
people that surged through the corridors 
and on the staircases of the capitol furnish- 
ed evidence that many thousands of 
strangers, who had come to Washington 
to witness the inauguration ceremonies, 
hadn’t yet left the city and were determined 

enjoy as much of the show as might stiil 


e. sented. 

When Vice President Stevenson made his 
appearance, in company with Dr. Butler, 
chaplain of the senate, spectators in the 
Salteries eould -not restrain. their impatient 
enthusiasm and broke itno a round of hand- 
clapping. This ceased only when the 
prayer began and was renewed when the 
vice president, at the close of the prayer, 
took his place as presiding Officer. It took 
some time to restore order’so that the jour- 
nal might be read. : ! 

Republican Caucus. 

The republicans in caucus this afternoon 
appointed the following committees to ar- 
range republican representation on the sen- 
ate committees: ir. Allison, Chairman 
and Messrs. McMillan, Proctor, Jones, of 
Nevada, Wolcott, Shoupe, Aldrich, Higgins 
and Davis. 

The caucus was well attended and was 

resided over by Mr. Sherman. Neither Mr. 
stewart nor Mr...Pfeiffer was present, 
although they were given to understand 
that they would be welcome. The repub- 
licans recognized the fact that they were 
in the minority and discussed the line of 

olicy that should be pursued in the future. 

This discussion was in the most general 
terms, however, and not directed at any 
one matter in particular. : 

There was no attempt to interfere with 
the reorganization of the senate by the 
democrats, for the republicans recognized 
that such action could result jin nothing 
but antagonism that would prove futile 
and decrease the effective work of the vig- 
orous alert minority. 

Upon” the case of Mr. Martin, of Kan- 
sas, who was sworn in, the republican mem- 
bers of the committee on privilege and elec- 
tions conferred with the democratic mem- 
bers and came.to the conclusion that Mar- 
tin, was, on the face of his credentials, eh- 
titled to his seat. The question of the le- 
gality of the certificate was a matter that 
could be opened at any time and this agree- 
ment accouuts for the absence of any pro- 
test against Martin’s performing the 
functions of a senator. 

The republicans, at a caucus today. decid- 
ed that the question whether Martin’s 
seat should or should not be contested, wis 
one that must be decided by the republicans , 
of Kansas. If they insist upon an inves- 
tigation into matters, the republicans will 
conduct such an inquiry in the senate, but 
on the other hand, if members of the par- 
ty in the state from which Martin comes 
are content, no other steps will be taken 
in the senate. It is not thought by republi- 
can senators that should they decide to in- 
stitute an inquiry, the democrats will offer 

ny resistance. $ 
. The committee appointed held its first 
meeting this afternoon. It will not report 
to the caucus until after it has conferred 
with the democrats and received from them | 
their assignment of members to the various 
committees. 

The chairmen of committees under the 
last organization will be given the ng 
plaze in the minority membership.

TAKING THE. OATH.

Washington, March 6,—Judge Gresham 
took the oath of office as secretary of the 
state at the state department this after- 
noon.

CLEVELAND'S CABINET CONFIRMED. 


The Names Sent ta the Senate. and It Acts 
at Once. 

Washington, March 6.—At ten minutes 
to 12 o’clock Majot Pruden, the president’s 
executive clerk, appeared upon the floor of 
the senate, bearing the nominations of the 
otticers of President Cleveland’s cabinet. 

After the journal of Saturday’s session 
was read, Mr. Pruden presented his mes- 
sage and on motion of Senator Harris the 
senate went into executive session. The 
senate in executive session has confirmed 
all the cabinet nominations. The senate 
has adjourned until Thursday noon. 

Before the adjournment of the senate 
Mr. Call introduced his resolution in rela- 
tion to public lands in Florida, and to the 
interference of railroad companies in that 
state with the election of senators, but on 
objection by Mr. Wolcott it went over with- 
out action.

ON BARE BACKS | 


Two Good Citizens Were. Given Many 
Lashes. | 


WHITE CAP OUTRAGE NEAR GADSDEN | 


The Assailants Are Known, and 
Will Be Prosecuted, 


AN ITALIAN ESPERADO SHOT DOWN. 


He Was a Member of the Mafia and a Ter- 
ror to the Inhabitants of Savannah. 
A Sensational Murder. 


Gadsden, Ala., March, 6.—(Special.)— 
Cherokee county comes to the front again 
with a brutal crime that was perpetrated 
by well-known citizens—two innocent men 
were given seventy-cight lashes with hickory 
switches. 

Sunday morning at 1 o'clock twenty-six 
masked and unmasked men went to the 
home of Will and Wylie Pruitt, living at 
Pogue’s cross roads four miles from Lees- 
burg, and breaking down the door dragged 
the men from their beds out into the cold 
and, stripping their night clothes from their 
backs to their waists, forced them to stand 
at the point of shotguns while each of the 
twenty-six men in turn gave them three 
lashes on the bare back with heavy hickory 
switches. Each lick cut to the bone, laying 
bare the flegh for six inches in length, in 
which one could lay his finger. 

With every stroke of the cruel hickories 
the men would utter shriek after shriek 
as their flesh was cut, finally fainting from 
sheer exhaustion. Then the devils in human 
shape took their departure. 

While the men were being whipped part 
of the white caps went in the house, where 
they marched the women to the door under 
cover of guns and made them watch the 
beating of their husbands. The air was 
pierced with the screams of the children 
and the moans of the wom@h. The screams 
of the women and men were heard several 
miles away. 

As the white caps took their leave they 
told the men to’go to a certain Baptist min- | 
ister, bare their backs:and show them to 
him and then to leave the country by 10 
o’clock Monday or they would return tonight 
and kill them. 

The cause of this horrible crime was be- 
cause the Pruitt brothers told Deputy 
United States Marshal Daniel where an il- 
licit still was in operation which he de- 
stroyed.

The details of a horrible butchery commit- 
ed at Lincolnville, on Saturday night last, 
have just come to light. The victims are 
H. H. W. Tweitmann and his wife, a 
German couple who keep .a store in the 
village and who were slaughtered on Satur- 
day night by parties who have not yet been 
discovered. 

The story of the crime and its discovery 
is as follows: At an early hour Sunday 
morning a colored woman, as was her habit, 
went to the house of Mrs. H. H. W. 
Tweitmann, just back of his store, to de 
liver a Sunday paper. The house door

The house 
was searched and then an entrance was 
forced into the store, which was secured by 
a bolt and padlock. 

A ghastly sight met the gaze of those 
who entered. Strong men turned pale and 
weaklings left the scene. -Lying on the 
floor near the back door were two corpses, 
covered with blood, and their faces almost 
beyond recognition, so fearfully were they

Warthen and Collier’s houses 
have been made spital of since, and 
had not those two ses been spared and 
opened to the public the wounded and 
naked women and children would have 
frozen to death. We, this morning, have 
divided out with kind neighbors, and some 
of our neighboring towns have responded 
*> our suffering, and we have neither 
starved nor froze. Fayetteville sent us, 
Saturday night, a delegation of Messrs. 
Blalock and the sheriff, with a doctor and 
$66.50, which was charity in time of need, 
and Zebulon sent us some cooked pro- 
visions, as we had no means, of cooking 
anything. Sunday Barnesville sent us some 
clothing and bed quilts and _ provisions, 
which was generous, as they had a belt 
of twenty miles to look after and supply. 
We are thankful for the aid, but, brethren, 
hear me; without aid there will be much 
suffering, for they are all poor, de endant 
on their labor, without credit and not a 
mouthful of provisions or clothing or house 
to shelter them. Many of the wounded had 
no medical aid for twenty-four hours and 
with severe wounds. The excessive cold 
weather, etc., kept the docter from our aid. 

We have organized a relief committee 
to distribute what may be sent in, and 
money or provisions sent G. W. Warthen, 
chairman, will be appropriated as directed or 
if left to the committee will be placed where 
most needed. 

A Suggestion from Barnesville. 

Barnesvilie, Ga., March 6.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I suppose before now you are crowed 
with communications attempting to give the 
details of Friday night's destructive cyclone. 
I suppose each section thinks itself the worst 
sufferer, and for fear that some of the noble 
charity that will certainly be bestowed upon 
our suffering people might be misdirected or 
unevenly placed, I would suggests that. for 
the next day or so the people in the towns 
not in thé ‘track of the cyclone, and in the 
cities, wait until further and more complete 
reports of the condition of things can come 
in. Then let all open their hearts and purses, 
for certainly a horrible calamity has fallen 
upon some sections of the state. My old 
home, LaGrange, is on the border of a well 
known cyclone area, and am somewhat 
famiiiar with them. It may be worse iv 
Troup couaty than it is here in Pike. If so, 
then heaven pity them. The citizens’ relief 
committee of five, and others of this place 
have spent t scouring the country for 
miles south aud wast of this town with several 
loaded wagons reli@vieg, as far as possible, 
the temporary needs, such as food and cloth- 
ing and some bedding, of the poor people 
who have lost all their effects by the cyclone. 
From the way the ralsed, twisted and fallen 
trees and houses looked, it seenis to have 
been the work of what we commonly term a 
whirlwind. We saw none of the phenomena 
freguentiy mentioned in cyclone yarns, such 
as fence rails and shingles being driven into 
solid oak trees by the force of the wind, but 
we did see many, very mapy places where on 
Friday. night before 8 o’clock had been happy 
and comfortable firesides but now are scat- 
tered masses of splinters which would not 
shelter a dog. Will your readers try and re- 
collect just about how cold and nipping the 
wind was at 9 o’clock this, (Sunday) morn- 
ing? Well, just at that hour about one of tha 
first cases we came to Was a one-room negro 
hut in the country where the already crowded 
occupants bad generousi&{ given shelter to an- 
other negro family larger than their own. 
The house of the latter had beer totally and 
completely demolished, and as usual, all 
their clothing and bedding blown away. Out- 
side the hut, on the stmny side, but in the 
chijl March wind, as we rode up was one of 
the little darkies, eight years old, in his 
shirt-tail. Inside was the father groaning and 
suffering all the second days agony of a 
fractured limb. The mother had a very youn 
infant at her breast. A few days rations an 
some warm clothes and bedding sufficed to 
remove the blanched and ashy hue and horror 
stricken and hapless expression from these 
— derkies’ faces. At the next place was a 
amily of negroes wit) .ten children trying 
to get si¢iter in an ovthouse—their dwelling 
und clothing gone—nothing left them _ except 
ravenous appetites and one matress. It is to 
be hoped that the good chunk of bacon and 
the bed covering left them will mitigate their 
suffering for some days. The above are per- 
fectly true types of many others I could re- 
cite. When we came to the places where 
persons were killed by the storm the only 
wonder expressed was thai any living 
thing should have escape. Occasionally a 
serio-comic situation would present itself. 
I can truthfully state that the worst broken 
up man—mentally—whom I saw teday was a 
rather prosperous farmer who through his 
sobs and tears informed us that “hit had 
broke up all his ‘dishes’ and his stove.” 

Further on it had blown a man’s wife into 
the well—a faet—but he got her out safe and 
unharmed. 

But as we approached what had been the 
village of Piedmont, the scene — appall- 
ing. My God! will we ever be able to efface 
the awful picture of that storm-swept plain 
from our memories? There was sometifing 
uneanny about everything. One. wanted to 
get away from it. 
there are many of the poor families in the 
mountains just beyond there who are sué 
fering as badly, if not worse, than the Pied- 
mout people. The point is this: I hope an 
belicve that the contiguous towns will be abl 
to relieve these or most of these sufferers, as 
to their more immediate needs, such as food, 
clothing and bedding, but then will come the 
necessity of subscriptions from the cities and 
towns of the state to help these poor people 
to rebuild their little homes. They will not be 
elegant or expensive, but plain, cheap houses 

wiring only a few dollars each for nails 
and cheap iumber.

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A New Order at the Grady Hospital 
Promulgated Yesterday, 


ABOUT WHICH THERE ARE DIFFERENCES 


Of Opinion—The Superintendent Places 
One Construction Upon It and 
the Board Another. 


The board of trustees of the Grady hos- 
pital have passed a very remarkable resolu- 
tion which says one thing and which mem- 
bers of the board say means another. 

“The board of surgeons did it with their 
little hatchet,” is the explanation that is go- 
ing round, Sein : 

If the resolution was intended to effect 
what the wording of it would indicate, it 
is equivalent to saying that the hospital can 
run without the aid of newspapers and that 
the newspapers must run without the aid 
of the hospital, or.of a single one of its em- 
ployes. : 

The resolution was promulgated through 
the board’s secretary, Mr. Wilmer Moore, 
yesterday in the shape of an order. In 
effect it cuts the newspapers off from com- 


munication with the hospital employes, adn 


forbids any of them giving to the press any 
information whatever about the condition of 
patients, or the workings of the institution. 
It is probably the only order of the kind 
ever issued, cutting off the public from get- 
ting information to which they have a right, 
as it is a public institution. 

The order reads: “Resolved, that no of- 
ficer or employe of the Grady hospital shall 
give any information to the newspapers re- 
garding the condition of patients, or the 
treatment of the same or of any surgical 
operation performed by any surgeon in at- 
tendance at the hospital.” 

The order was tacked up in the office of 
the superintendent yesterday morning, and, 
as interpreted by. the superintendent, it 
meant literally that no information is to be 
given out by thd employes or himself as to 
the condition of patients. The wording of 
the resolution will admit of no other con- 
struction as it plainly says as much, 

But Captain J. W. English, a member of 
the board, says it means no such thing and 
is being generally misinterpreted. 

“The resolution was originated by the 
board of surgeons,” said Captain English, 
“and was sent to us by them with the re- 
quest that it be adopted. I understood 
from them that it was deemed the proper 
thing on account of some jealousies that 
have arisen among surgeons over newspaper 
notices of operatious performed by members 
of the staff. 

“The notices, as I was made to under- 
stand, were very complimientary in their 
nature, and were looked upon as a species 
of advertising by other members, and 
created jealousiés among them. I 
didn’t understand it to mean that the pa- 
pers were to be refused such information 
as the public feels interested in. It was 
explained to us by Dr. Cooper, who pre- 
sented it, and he said nothing that would 
lead a single one of the board to believe 
that such a thing as excluding the press 
was intended.” 

Last night Superintendent Brewster was 
asked about the condition of a patient, but 
emphatically refused to give it, saying that 
he could not under the resolution. 

Later Captain English repeated to him 
substantially what is given above, and told 
him that he felt quite sure that he would 
not be violating any rule of the board to 
give out news concerning the condition of 
patients, and instructed him to do so, tell- 
ing him that he would take the responsi- 
bility for such action. After Captain Eng- 
lish’s sensible talk, Dr. Brewster gave all 
the information asked for about sick pa- 
tients. 

; Secretary Moore writes the following 
etter: 

Atianta, Ga., March 6.—Editor Constitution: 
In the afternoon papers appeared articies that 
were somewhat sensational and an editorial 
that was a little spicy in reference to a 
resolution that was passed at the last meeting 
of the board of trustees of the Grady hospital. 
_ Much to my regret, my name was brought 
into the articles and consequently I take 
this opportunity to place before the public 
the intention and ideas of the medical staff, 
who were instrumental in the adoption of the 
resolution. 

The object of the resolution passed by the 
board was to preven? the constant appearance 
in the daily papers of items containing ad- 
yertisements of various attaches of the hos- 
pital. These personal puffs were not only 
consiered unprofessional by the medical 
staff, but they were calculated to injure the 
hospital by creating the impression that the 
treatment of the sick was eptirely directed 

the superintendent and the 
’ physicians residing in the 
hospital. There is no desire what- 
ever on the part of the trustees and the med- 
ical staff to keep from the press any informa- 
tion that is of public interest, but it is the 
intention of the officers of the institution to 
prevent the publishing of the names of those 
performing operations, etc. It was also 
ihe ides. of the board that the adoption of 
this resclution would prevent any feeling that 
mighr exist on the part of physicians not con- 
nected with the institution. There might 
acise a feeling that the members of the medi- 
eal staff were being advertised and taking un- 
due advantage of their position. Anything and 
evervthing is consiaered, by the medical pro- 
fession, unprofessional that smacks of adveg- 
tising. Jt is not the spirit of the resolution 
nor the intention of the author to Keer from 
tle public the condit‘on of patients and iteme 
of. tuterest cenverning the hospital. 

Hoping that this explanation will prove sat- 
isfaory to our wewspaper fiiends and thank- 
ing them for the past id and encouragement

TALK OF THE DAY. 


The gold fields of Georgia are always an 
interesting subject of conversation. No 
one can discuss the subject with more in- 
terest than can Dr. J. P. Tiernan, who 
says: 

“The attention of the public has been 
called in various ways lately to the sub 
ject of gold mines in Georgia. It is indeed 
surprising to note the position taken by 
a number of citizens who are not in a posi- 
tion to know anything in regard to the true 
value of Georgia gold mines. Because a 
few mines have been abandoned and a few 
companies failed, the conclusion has been 
reached that there is no money in Georgia 
mines. 

* * 

“During the past two years,” said he, 
“T have devoted most of the time to the gold 
mines of this state, and in justice to the 
mines and a large number of people who 
own and control these mines, I desire to 
speak. It is surprising that some men who 
are in a position to know the facts, have 
manifested so, much ignorance about this 
important subject. Have these men ever 
inquired into the cause of abandonment 
and failure? It may seem a little strange 
to hear the statement that there is not a 
wleveloped gold mine in Georgia. There are 
only one or two mines that, have been 
worked below the one hundred foot level 
below the surface. The reason there are 
no developed mines in this state is very 
simple.. The only. method that has been 
adopted for working the gold mines of this 
state has been the hydraulic method. By 
this method the surface ores are washed 


gold is-a stamp mill and amalgamating 
plates. This has been the machinery used 
in the Georgia gold mines. No improved 
machinery or improved methods of extract- 
ing the golf ffom the sulphuret ores have 
been used on any of the paying mines of 
this state.- The ores on the surface are 
free milling and by going deeper the value 
generally increases, but the gold cannot be 
extracted by simple amalgamation. It is 
there, for it is very plain that the veins 
which have been abandoned have not been 
left for the want of paying ore, but for the 
want of machinery and skilled labor to ex- 
tract the gold.

FROST WARNING STATIONS. 7 


+ 
By Practicing Rigid Economy Mr. Morrill Is 
Enabled to Increase the Number. 


The fruit growers of the state will have 
still more aid from the weather bureau, as 
far as notification of frost 

Last spring, Mr. Park Morrill, director of 
the Georgia weather bureau, received the 
authority to telegraph frost warnings to 
fifty stations, in grder that the fruit 
growers might be forewarned as much as 
possible of any probability of frost. By 
certain economies, Mr. Morrill hasbeen able 
to cut down expenses to such a degree that 
he announces that he is able to establish 
other stations in addition to the regular 
places. 

The frost warnings are merely telegrams 
to a person who Has volunteered to place 
them in conspicuous places in order that 
the different fruit growers in that section 
may derive the benefit of such warnings. 
Last year the fruit men were saved several 
times by their knowledge of a_ probable 
frost. There are several ways of ures 
the _— of the frost, the most popular 
which is to burn wet straw or leaves in 
order to create a dense smoke which covers 
the orchard like a heavy cloak and ig of 
inestimable value to the: trees. 

Since it has become possible to establish 
more of these stations, any person who 
desires to receive them for the benefit of 
his community can make applications to 
the director of the weather bureau.

These gentlemen 
will very probably be re-elected.
